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ASSERTS ISRAEL FOUNDED ON 
. “ACT OF INJUSTICE” 


Copenhagen—An official of the Lu- 

theran World Federation asserted here 
that “Israel is founded on an act of 
injustice and nothing good can ever 
come of it.” 
- The statement was made by Mr. 
_ Axel Christensen as he left Denmark 
to become senior representative in the 
Middle East of the LWF’s Department 
of World Service. In this post he will 
direct the federation’s large relief pro- 
gram in Jordan, Syria and Egypt. 


Mr. Christensen stated his view on 
relations between Jews and Arabs in 
the Middle East in an interview with 
rhe church perindicah “Kristeligt Dag- 


Ry “The Arabs have been living in 

Israel for a thousand years, just as 
we have been living in Denmark,” he 
“What should we say if some

ave suffered. 

“IT am not anti-Semitic,” he added. 
“I admire the Jewish nation, but I 
am opposed to the State of Israel be- 
_ cause it is founded on injustice. This 
is also the opinion of many Jews, but 
we do not hear much about it here 
i at home.” 

_ Mr. Christensen also Pantone the 
great national awakenings taking place 
in the Arabic world as well as in other 
arts of Asia and Africa.

The Washington Observer

THE OTHER SIDE OF THE PICTURE 


Washington in the spring time has 
never appeared more beautiful than 
it has this year. But that is only one 
side of the picture. Behind this beauty 
there still remains a great amount of 
ugliness which refuses to be hidden 
and which shames both Congress and 
the Nation. Senator Wayne Morse, 
serving on the Committee for the 
District of Columbia, recently made 
a personal inspection of certain slum 
areas still remaining in the District 
and answerable to Congressional con- 
trol. He is reported to have been 
much disturbed by what he found. We 
can well believe this to have been the 
case, having observed him pictured in 
the press gingerly stepping into a 
back yard filled with trash and pools 
of water. The Senator has a great 
gift for speech making. It is to be 
hoped that he will employ this gift 
to the utmost to correct these slum 
conditions on the doorstep of the Cap- 
itol which may well be described as 
intolerable. 


Once Congress has authorized the 


- clean-up of these close-at-hand con- 


ditions, it will be in order to tackle 
some equally bad, if not worse, in 
near-by Alexandria, Virginia. Official 


reports, backed by actual photographs, 


reveal that especially among the color- 
ed there the situation is deplorable. 
One block off the city’s main highway 
stands a six-room house with 22 res- 
idents, 8 of them children, with one 
bath and one kitchen to serve all. 
Close by are small, ramshackle dwell- 
ings, falling in ruins, overcrowded. 
Sanitary conditions are of the poorest 
and most primitive sort. Yes, these 
colored want better homes but none 
is available for the price they are able 
to pay. All this in historic Alexandria 
where George Washington loved to 
visit and where many patriotic Amer- 
icans come on annual pilgrimages. 

One thing that makes integration 
a perplexing problem is the contin- 
uance of conditions like the foregoing. 
Where are there any self-respecting 
families, whether white or colored, 
who want to become integrated with 
these slum-dwellers living in degrada- 


tion and misery? The first step is to 
help these unfortunates find a better 
way of life. But this phase of the 
problem the most of us incline to by- 
pass. Even the church finds it easier 
to deal with far-off problems than 
with this one so close at hand and 
still so unsettled.

Mr. Boyd, a former advertising ac- 
count executive and Hollywood radio 
producer, entered the Episcopal minis-

Mr. Boyd suggested that for many 
congregations, evangelism becomes 
“exploitation,” by which men are 
“manipulated in Christ's Name” to 
get them into the Church, and he 
demanded that the Church must get 
“back to the Biblical concept of evan- 
gelism, and not just go along with the 
times.” ; 

‘Mr. Boyd listed a three-point ob- 


jective for the Church, if it is to make 
its message meaningful for modern 


man: 
(1) Listen is the world and discover 


man’s interests; 
(2) Find out where man is in this

To prove his point Mr. Boyd sug- ~ 
gested the Church could learn how ~ 
to do this by studying the films, radio — 
and television dramas and books being 
produced today. He said that stor 
ideas used by these mass media clearly — 
reveal mankind’s need for Christianity. 


Films Undo Training 
He pleaded for the Church to in- 
volve itself in these “modern ar 
forms,” and to provide stories 
motion pictures, radio-television and 
books which will show “love where 
there is no love, and hope where th 
is no hope”’—proving that Christ 
faith provides them. 
On the current rash of “religio 
motion pictures, Mr. Boyd declared 
that ‘good intentions are not suffi- 
cient,” adding that the Church mus ts 
insist on only the “best quality” stor 
and the actors who portray them. 1 
Boyd labelled as an “unsatisfact 
and unacceptable religious motion 
ture” the new film, “The Ten Co 
mandments.” He warned that if 
Christian youngster spends 3% ho 
watching this film “it will undo 
whole year’s effort by the Church 
its Sunday school.”
